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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group IC, Species XII in the reply filed on 07 November 2005 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP §81 8.03(a)). 

2. Claims 1-28 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 07 November 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 29-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
5,685,846 to Michaels, Jr. 

Michaels, Jr. discloses a' method of medicament containing chamber whether the chamber 
includes a seal structure 45, a wet compartment 39, dry compartment 37 and a needle assembly 
35. See Figures 1-10. See also col. 3, line 31 through col. 5, line 44. See also patented claims 
6-10. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 35 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Michaels, Jr. in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,822,340 to Kamstra. 

Michaels, Jr. discloses the claimed invention as shown above. Michaels, Jr. discloses a 
dry medicament, but does not disclose that it is in tablet form. Kamstra suggests that the dry 
medicament may be in tablet form. See col. 10, lines 1-3. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify the invention of Michaels, Jr. by preparing the dry medicament 
in tablet form, as suggested by Kamstra, to provide to enhance portability of the medicament.
